4. His Highness has noted with pain ind re^et the list of his 
f^er’s old officers dismissed or sent ajtiw immediately on his fathers 
death some of whom rendered excellent services in their tift*e, and held 
responsible-positions for years.* His Highness does not quite foUow the 
remarks against Babu Chandra Kanta Bose, in para ax .of the ’Report, 
in which it is said his s(t,rvices wcie dispensed with “under the same 
chartfe with Purna Babu.” If it is meant that they wer# both su^ert to 
the same charge it iS not a fact Chandra Kantp Babu's casfwa^«itte 
different from tha't.of Babu Purna Chandra Roy and was quiW^un- 
connected with it. It is also to be noted that Chandra Kanta Babu s 
dismissal is an event of the current year and i^ of ‘the year under 
review His Highness cannot ndte approvingly the re-en^lbymej^t of 

Babu lasat Chandra Sed, who was practically dismissed years ago and 

waa forWdden re-employment by two gx-Ministe^. It may be noted 
here that the officer has been suspended by His Highness recently on 
some grave charge and that the matter is still under enquiry. 

Revenue and Finance. It is gratifying that there has been a 
continuous and ste'ady development of land revenue for years, by fresh 
settlement of waste llnds and re-settlemcnts, as ttie following figures

This Resolution has been issued over the signature of the Private* 
Secretary to His Highness in English. The idea is a novel one. 
lint as certain facts have not been correctly represented 1 cons.der 
it my duty to explain them by way of elucidation. I take them op para 

bv uara from the Resolution. 

2. In para 4 of the Resolution His Highness has expressed 
regret for the dismissal of certain officers noted in para 21 of the Report. 
Their names are .-(■) Puma Chandra Ray. (2) Hara ^antaG^gah 
(3) Chandra Kanta Bose. (4) NaliniMohaiiRoy. Baba Puma Chandra 
Ray was charged with bribery and causing wilful loss to the State 
tioi. with a certain BankarMehal. The proceedings were submitted 
to His Highness shortly after the demise of the late Mahmaja but they 
have not Ln sinfe returned. The man used to take illegal gratification 
in the most daring manner under the protection of my predecessors 
favour. Some of his own hand writing for ^vance of ^ney came into 
mv oossesslon. They were shown to His Highness and to the Poliuca 
Airent I wanted to prosecute him hist he absconded, as he had done 
tr befom while he was in charge of Bilonim His Highness took a 
lenient view of the ease , and instead of 'he “"g ^.s 

rule with the harshness of trying an old but dishonest officer ,His 

”'*'rfeb^Hi"’Kll'‘Ganguli styled Assistant Private Secretary 
hadn^oncern with any office. He began his life here on Rs 20 a 
month in .300 T.E. and was drawing Rs. 200 at the time of dismissal. He 
used to look after the comforts of the late Highness.

14. It is noted in the Resolution that some returns of my othce 

were not ready even when the Manager’s figures arrived. My assistant 
Babu Asita Chartdra'Chaudhuri reports that thd financial statement wa,s 
not ready as it conld not be drawn up without Manager’s figures. The 
small statement of settlement work given on page a of the Report 
• was revised by Asita Babu who was entrusted with the task of rewriting 
piras .7 to 33 on the suspension of Babu Jagat Chandra Son under 
His Hieffiness’s order. Except as noted above the remarks that a 
number ^)f my returns were not ready* when the Managers figures 
arrived, have no foundation. It is noteworthy that His Highness has 
taken no notice of the unusual delay made by the Manager in submitting 
his returns I may add that he was hanging about at and near Agartala 

for reasons best known to him when the Administration Report was m 
course of preparation. Some of his figures bdng incorrect he was 
requested to correct the«i, but he paid no attention till the 15th Bhadra 
ie. the very day the Report came out of the Press. 

15. The following points have been noted against the police, for
